Opening Doors to Freer Trade and Battle 


E irony of Canada’s centennial may 
not have penetrated the public mind 
yet but it will, a little later-on. As the. 
nation joyfully celebrates its hundredth 


> birthday it must face a combination of 


poltical, economic and racial tensions 
which are likely to make 1967 one of the 
most difficult years in its history. Per- 
haps the end of their first century, 
by dramatizing 
their problems, will 
bring. out. the best 
qualities of the Ca- 
nadian people. Per- 
haps it will submerge 
their family quarrels 
in a common sense 
of past achievement 
and future oppor- 
tunity.
